Being Destroyed by Fire Tuesday After- 
noon— Hard Work Saved Building 

Only the hardest kind of work' on the 
part of twenty men, employees of the Mc- 
Henry boat factory, saved that factory from 
destruction Toy fire Tuesday afternoon. : 

The scare came about 2:00 o'clock, p.m.* 
when John Miller and his men set Are to 
the dead leaves and grass on the lot-just 
south of the factory and with n strong south 
wind blowing, the flames spread over the 
entire lot with the greatest rapidity. - The 
great danger that the factory as well ns the 
cottages on the east sido of the river were 
in was evident from minute the match was 
struck and had it not been for the good 
work of the twenty volunteer fire, fighters 
who fought thi flames for nearly nn hour 
and a half, there is no telling what the re- 
sult would havo been. 

Had the factory caught fire and been des- 
troyed the loss would havo'reaohed at least 
$30,000 ns at this time there are tome very 
expensive boats under construction, over 
fifty Inunchei are finished and under con- 
struction, besides thousands of dollars' 
worth of lumber nnd fittings are stored in 
and near thu building. The probabilities 
are that nearby cottages would have been 
destroyed as'.the explosion of gasoline and 
paints at the boat factory, which .would 
naturally have occurred, would have been 
responsible for the destruction 1 of 
cottages in that vicinity.

fishermen and those interested in the wel- 
fare of men employed in and about the 
harbor, are making plans to establish .a 

t volunteer life saving station with govern- 
lent co-operation at or near the Larson 
oat livery. 

The move has been contemplated for 
many years, or in fact ever since tho year 
when the Lady Elgin and the Sea Bird 
sank off Waukegan. It is estimated that 
within the last fifty years Jhore bave^been. 
over sixty bodies picked up oh the beach 
at that port. 

In many cases rescues could have been 
made had fishermen been, equipped with 
the proper life boat, and with the proper 
instructions for a move of this kind. 

Ihose who anticipate this move will ask 
Uncle 8am to co operate in the scheme and 
to dig his hand down into the government 
pocket and purchase a life boat for Wau- 
kegan. 

Providing those interested are able to 
persuade such a move, the government will 
also be asked to put on salary at least one 
man, whose sole duty will be to patrol tho 
beach and to notify mombers of tho volun- 
teer crew in case of an accident. 

The idea is to have one man on duty 
from the first of March to the. middle of 
October each year. 

Congressmnn Georgo Edmund Foes will 
bo notified of the move and bis co-operation 
will besought. 

Many lending merchants announce .that 
they will lend a helping hand to thoso who 
lead tho move and that their co-operation 
is assured was realized when" one merchant 
offered to start a donation with a 35 bill. 

MRS. GARWOOD 

PASSED AWAY 

TUESDAY EVENING 

On Tuesday evening Qf this week nt her 
homo, at Channel occurred the death of 
Mrs. Sarah Garwood, a well known and 
highly respected resident of this commun- 
ity. 8he had been an invalid for some 
time and her death was duo to the general 
decline of advancing ago. She was sixty- 
soven years of age and has been a resident 
of Channel for tho past forty years. 

She loaves to mourn the loss of a de- 
voted mother, two daughters, Miss Flor- 
ence Garwood, who resided with her, and 
Mrs. Orrin Oleottnlso of Channel. 

Tho funeral will bo hold on Friday after- 
noon at 2:00 o'clock at tho, homo, and the 
interment will be in the Antioch Hillside 
cemetery. 



Tho.body of an unknown babe was found 
on the lake shore at North Chicago Friday 
and it is the theory of lako men that it was 
thrown from the south pier in Waukegan 
and carried down by the current in tho 
heavy Btorm of \ad week. 

Tho men further state Unit the mother is 
to be sought in Waukegan. 

If this ia the case Chief Tyrrell will go 
ahead with a police investigation, trying 
to locate a worann or. girl who might be 
guilty of the crime of infacticide, working 
through neighbors of suspected parties. 

The theory in full is that some Wauke- 
gan man or woman threw the corpse of the 
bube, after murdering it, off tho south pier 
in Waukegan into the lake waters. 

There is a strong current setting out 
along the harbor to the south and it reaches 
tho shore in its force just north of the naval 
training station, or nearly where the babe 
wbb found. It is the idea that this current 
carried the babe to the point at which it 
was found. 

Somewhere a mother's accusing con- 
science is Btinging her as with whips aB it 
whispers the. charge of murder and some- 
where a mother's heart is . being torn as 
with the sufferings of the damned because 
in tho morgue there lies a nameless and 
unknown babe done to death by its mother, 
it is probable. 

Poor little bit of human sea drift, born 
but toddle, its death meaning the probable 
concealment of nn intrigue, cast up on the 
beach south of the North Chicago water 
works by tho storm of last week, its tale of 
life bus been short and violent and its own 
mother In nil probability did not give it a 
Bquaro deal, a chance to fight its battles. 

A coroner's jury signed paper* attesting 
that the babe had been murdered. 

At the inquest* Ed ward E. Wells told 
how, walking down the beach near the 
North Chicago bath houses, he found the 
infant, without cloths horribly mashed, 
turning black with putrefaction, half be- 
neath the bath house and half beneath the 
driftwood that liad come in from the sea. 

It was not there Wednesday probably 
and certninly not there tho day befere.'or 
beforo that. He reported his find to 
Edward Conrad, the deputy coroner and 
to the police. 

..The important fact established was that 
tho child was born alive. 

Where the parents are is a question. Tho 
body may have drifted for a half a hund- 
red mites and it may have come from 
Waukegan. 

CoronorTaylor, men on the jury, witnesses 
and spectors were all dewply effected by the 
Bight of tho tiny copse, . the infant being 
not mora than a day or two old, and more 
than one was cuttinglg severe in his con- 
demnation of the fie.nd or fiends who could 
commit this foul and unnatural crime of 
infaticido.

One of the greatest acts of heroism ever 
known in Kenosha was displayed there 
Saturday morning when the 5 year old son 
of Ohma Sbafer saved his mother from be- 
ing burned to death at great risk to his 
own life. The mother, whilo cloaning a 
bed with gasoline, stopped, on. a match 
and the gnsolino exploded. Her clothes 
took fire. 

Tho Jittlo boy heard the screams of his 
mother, rushed into the room and began 
pulling off tho burning clothes. She 
warned him to keep away, but ho did not 
stop until tho flames around her woro ex- 
tinguished. 

By the time the people who heard the 
cries- from outside arrived the boy was en- 
veloped in flames and unconscious. He 
was hurried to the hospital, but he was 
terribly burned and may die. 

The mother was bjirned very little, and 
it ia said had it not been , for her littlo son 
sho would have burned to death. * 



Reports that the Supreme court has al- 
ready made "its, decision on the constitu- 
tionality of the local option law, and will 
hand it down at the end of its present ses- 
sion, have contributed the principal item 
of interest among the Prohibitionists and 
thoir opponents since Tuesday's election. 

A decision which would declare that 
measure unconstitutional would undo at 
one stroke all of the victories which have 
been gained by the drys in the three elec- 
tions that have been held under the law — 
one last fall, one on April 7, and the last 
on Tuesday. 

The matter has been pending in the Su- 
preme court since February. The liquor 
interests have Bet great hopes on a de- 
cision which would wipe out the law, while 
the Prohibitionists declare they are con- 
fident that the highest tribunal of the state 
will decide that the law is constitutional 
and should remain on the statute books. 

A decision wiping the law off the statute 
books would nullify the anti-saloon vic- 
tories throughout the state outside of the 
city of Chicago. At least 2,500,000 people 
now living in prohibition districts in Ill- 
inois would find themselves in saloon ter- 
ritory again. Thirty-six counties which 
have voted out the «aloons complete!) 
would have to admit them again— provided 
the necessary authorities could be induced 
to issue licenses to them. In addition to 
the thirty-Bix totally "dry*' counties which 
would bo nffected there are sixteen counties 
which are "dry*" with the exception of one 
township and seven that are "dry" except 
for two townships. Only one county — Mon- 
roe — out of the state's entire list of 102 
counties is totally "wet," and therefore 
would not be affected by the wiping out of 
the law. 

The case before the Supreme court grew 
out of the prohibition victory in the Coul- 
terville precinct of Randolph county, last 
November. The "drys" captured that pre- 
scind by 180 votes to 140, and John W. 
McBride, one of the saloon-keepers affected, 
was selected for the test case. He refused 
to close h'lB saloon when the thirty days of 
grace allowed by law expired, was found 
guilty of selling liquor in anti-saloon ter- 
ritory, and was fined $50. 

The case was at once appealed to the 
Supreme court, on the ground that tho 
local option law was unconstitutional. It 
was heard at tho February term. Twenty- 
five points against the statute were com- 
prised in the contentions of the.- defendant, 
who was backed by the large liquor inter- 
eats of tho state. Among- the .attorneys 
who drow up the brief tfor the Supremo 
court in McBride's behalf, were James M. 
Graham, H. C. Horner, RufuB M> Potts 
and Alfred Adams. Church fc.McMurdy 
represented the prohibition interests. 

Among the contentions of tho defense 
was the charge that the township organ- 
ization could not vote the saloons out of 
cities : or villages within the township 
limits, that the title of the statute did not 
express its subject matter, that the law 
violated the inter-stato commerce clause 
of the federal constitution, and that it was 
not a general law, but a local and special 
law, which by its enforcement and opera- 
tion suspended general Iaw8 in particular 
localities. 



Waukegan Dealers Said to Have Held 
Meeting and Made Above Rate 

Beginning May 1 the price, of milk in 
Waukegan will be six cents a quart where- 
ever it is purchased. 

• At a secret meeting of dealers held last 
week it was definitely decided that the 
price of milk is to be reduced for the sum- 
mer. 

The price may go down as far as six 
cents it is said and it is probable that the 
standard rate will be fixed at that price. 
Waukegan consumers have been paying- 
eight cents a quart. 

What developed at the meeting was a 
difficult matter to get for publication it 
was found as dealers were unwilling to 
talk and reserved their announcement for 
May 1, when it will be niade^formally. 

The present rate is 8 cents at various 
dairies if one calls for the milk and 1% 
cents a quart on the ticket basis. The fact 
leaked out that the standard price for the 
summer is to be six cents, whether pur- 
chased at tho dairy or by ticket. 

The part the farmers played in the new 
rate is not known, but the general iheory 
ia that a reduction in feed and the fine 
prospects for a good crop of fresh feed this 
year may have had something to do with 
it, coupled with the fact that cattle will 
soon be turned Iooro for the season. 

Dealers at their meeting formulated the 
agreement it is said and will abide by it, 
so the annoucement of six cent milk is 
fairly authoritative. Most of the dealers, 
when interviewed, would not admit that 
they bad attended the meeting.

EFFECT8 OF THE FOG. 

Even Blind Men Loie Their Way-: 
The Ground "8ounda Different" 

Nothing has such a bewildering ef- 
fect as fog. Only animals which An.. 
their way by acent can get about in 
it with any certainty, sayB Chums. 
Birds are entirely confused by It 
Tame pigeons remain all day motion- 
less and half-asleep, huddled up, eith- 

VL, ? ° r JnBt out8jd e their- houses. 
Chickens remain motionless for hours 
during heavy fogs. No bird sings or 
utters a call, perhaps because it fears 
to betray its whereabouts to an un- 
seen foe. During one very thick fog 
a blind man was found wandering 
about a certain district of London. 
This man was In the habit of carrying 
notes and parcelB, and had scarcely 
over lost his way before. Asked why 
uu h f d K° n o astray, for he wbb quite 
blind, and it was supposed that weath- 
er would have made no difference, he 
said that In a fog the ground "sounded 
quite differently." 



• Too much drapery' Is a»t to make 
the rooms close and' stuffy, and par- 
ticularly when there is not a large 
space and the room Is not very well 
lighted, and one must be careful not to 
produce a, cramped 'effect by shutting 
out the light. For a'moderate-elzod 
room with a folding door which leads 
Into another apartment and is of 
course permanently closed, a good ar- 
rangement can be made without using 
too heavy drapery. Instead of a pair 
of portieres hung on a.rod and falling 
in heavy folds, take the material and 
stretch it across the doors, fastening 
it even with the door, without the rod, 
more like a panel effect 

When the Material la Plain. 
If the material be plain and not bro- 
cade or tapestry it can be draped 
nlightly or laid in folds like box plaits 
and fastened In the center of the plait 
with a stud or brass tack. This will 
glvo tho material a sufficient amount 
of fullness and do. away with the stiff- 
ness of stretching'plaln material 'Ught- 
'Iy over doors. If one happens to 
possess a mirror in a gold frame or an 
old colonial heirloom in wood, the ef- 
fect Ib particularly good if the mirror 
is hung against this background and 
a divan placed beneath it with the 
cushions of the soft shade which cor- 
rosppnds with the colorings of your 
room, and the" divan cover, either 
matching the drapery of the door or of 
a shade which is in harmony with It 
Arrangement for Dark Room. 
An effect of this- kind soon recently 
in a rather dark room wbb excellent, 
but the background in this case was 
rather more elaborate and consisted, 
besides the flat .piece of velvet over 
the door, "of a top piece. This piece, 
which was separate, was made of a 
thin board of about six inches in 
depth, which was fastened at-the top 
of the door and also covered with vel- 
vet, with the edge trimmed with a 
dull gold braid like a lambrequin, 
while the folds of the curtain with 
the brass studs in tho center of tho 
folds fell from Just below this piece. 
The edge of the divan cover was of 
the same material and was trimmed 
with, the same gold braid, and the 
mirror was a gilt one of a rococo de- 
sign. 

As tho room was rather dark, tho 
cushions selected were of the lighter 
shades of brocade In soft "greens, yel- 
lows and 'old rose, and the result with 
tho mirror reflecting the other Bide of 
the room and the dark receding back- 
ground of tho curtain" was to make 
it appear much larger and more spa- 
clous, and do away entirely with the 
effect of a curtained doorway. 
Oriental Draperies Excellent. 

Where one Ib the happy possessor of 
some fine tapestry or.a.blt or Oriental 
embroidery they can be used instead 
of the arrangement we have, men- 
tioned, and, of course, aro much more 
beautiful. But even 'with tapestry, if 
It Is not of the finest weave and de- 
sign, a good effect may be obtained 
In this same way by putting tho tapes- 
try flat against the door and hanging 
a mirror on It A divan under the 
mirror or a deep sofa heaped with 
cushions Is always attractive, and^very 
good effects may be obtained in the 
matter of soft pillows and couch cov- 
erings with, tho expenditure of com- 
paratively little money in the way of 
materials, upon the covering of either 
sofa pillows or couch draperies, If the 
proper combinations of color are se- 
lected and nothing glaring or obtrusive 
Is used. 



THE PAINTING 8EA80N. 

Good results in painting at the least 
cost depend largely upon the material 
chosen. Paint Is a simple compound 
and the ingredients can be easily test- 
ed. The solid part or pigment should 
be White Lead.

It Should at All t jmes Be a "Livable* 
Room. 

What to do with the living room i» 
a problem that confronts every house* 
keeper. The living room, should >be> 
in fact as well as In name" a living 
room— a livable room. It is the room* 
In which the most of our time at 
home is spent, the hours we have for 
leisure, the time we have for play,, 
tho place where we entertain our 
friends and It Is absolutely essential • 
that the walls and furnishings of the> 
llvlng room should be harmonious in 
color, suitable in texture, and durable- 
in material. 

Tho rich, soft, solid colored . walls. 
are the ideal walls for the living: 
rooms. They make a better back- 
ground for pictures, throw the furni- 
ture out In better relief, are less dis- 
cordant with rugs and carpeting, and 
indicate a higher degree of taste and' 
culture than do the colored mon- 
strosities which we paste on when we- 
apply wall paper. 

Who ever saw roses climbing up a. 
plastered wall growing out of a hard* 
wood floor? Yet, .that is what we» 
suggest to the imagination when, we* 
paste paper covered with roses on 
our walls. They are neither artistic- 
nor true. Roses are all very beauti- 
ful, but they were never mado to* 
climb up Interior walls and they do- 
not grow from hardwood flooring. 
The Bet figures of wall paper are also* 
tiresome and equally disagreeable and) 
repellant. 

The alabastined wall is the only 
correct form of a tinted or solid col- 
ored wall. Fortunately it is the only 
clean way, and more fortunately It 1b> 
the only permanent way; the only 
way that does not involve the end- ■ 
less labor in tho futuro. 

In lighting tho walls some thought 
must bo given the color. Light colors* 
reflect 85% of the light thrown upon. 
them. Dark colors reflect bnt 15%, 
Lighting bills can bo saved by choos- 
ing a color which will reflect the* 
largest degree of light In north 
rooms uso warm colors or color* 
which reflect light In south- and 
west rooms sometimes tho light can. 
be modified by the use of darker 
colors. Dark greens absorb tho light; 
light yellowB reflect it; browns mod- . 
lfy it and bo on, through tho scale- 
of colors. Tho color scheme of a 
room not only is dependent upon the 
color of the carpetlngs but it is also 
dependent upon the light of the room.

Tho Secretary of State and the British 
Ambassador have signed the general arbi- 
tration treaty with Groat Britain, thus 
taking the second step in the programme, 
the ultimate end of Whioh is the submission 
to the Hague Tribunal of tho Newfound- 
land fisheries controversy. There are 
many indications, however, that the nego* 
tiations between the United States and 
Great Britain, eo far as they relate to the 
disposition of power from Kiagara Falls 
and related questions, have reached a dead* 
lock which Allthe tact and diplomatic 
ability of Secretarj Root and Ambassador 
Bryoe will be nnaole to break. The Can- 
adians insist npon referring these trouble- 
some questions to a commission clothed 
with plenary powers and of course such an 
arrangement would preclude any possibility 
of an agreement by the United States, 
Apparentty the Canadian authorities wish 
to supplant the treaty-makiriir power of the 
British foreign Office with a mixed com- 
mission, not dissimilar in character to the 
former Joint High Commission.

Robber Tribes In* Persian Territory 
Severely Punished— French Re- 
pulse Fierce Attack 
of Berbers. 



TIflla. — The Russian troops which 
" recently invaded Persian territory 
In • the vicinity . of Lenkoran for 
the purpose of punishing Kurdish 
raiders of the Russian • garrison at the 
Frontier post, Belesuvar, April 13, act- 
ed with a promptitude .calculated to 
overawe the tribes of the first class 
near Belesuvar. 

The fight which ensued assumed the 
proportions of a pitched battle. The 
Russians were greatly outnumbered, 
but they pressed the battle with great 
vigor and routed the Persians, inflict- 
ing a loss of 34 men killed and 50 
wounded. The remainder of the tribes- 
men broke and fled. The Russians 
lost one officer and seven soldiers 
wounded. 

Cossacks Destroy Villages. 

The cannonade set fire to the vil- 
lage of Belesuvar, the destruction of 
which was completed by the Cossacks 
after a ruthless house to house search 
for the Russian arms stolen during the 
raid of April 13. 

Pressing their advantage, the Rus- 
sians bombarded the neighboring vil- 
lages of Kodzhabeklu and Zarlah and 
razed both. 

The non-combatants ' suffered great 
losses. 

Home of Robber Tribes. 

The theater of war is In the moun- 
tain range of Karadagh, which wedges 
in the Russian boundary, and is the 
traditional kingdom of robber tribes 
which- boast thousands of fighters 
armed with modern Implements of 
war and organized with, a semblance 
of military discipline. The robbers 
. had cut the telegraph lines In order* to 
hamper the mobilization of an expedi- 
tion which Persia is assembling 
against them at Tabriz. 

The Russian expeditionary force 
now on Persian soil aggregates 400 
Cossacks, a squadron of sharpshoot- 
ers and a batterj' of machine guns. It 
was intended to send a much larger* 
force there, but a phenomenal floo/J of 
the Aras river hinders the con-centra- 
tion of reinforcements fronyBaku and 
other points north. ,/ 

I French Repul^f' Berbers. 

Colomb BechartC^Algerla.— A French 
column posjrfaon Talzaza hill, which, 
commandrr the plain of Tamet, was 
* attfic&ed .fiercely at daylight by a 
^/number of Berbers, who, with, nomad 
u Arabs, have been concentrating for 
some weeks past on the western fron- 
tier of Algeria. 

Although surprised, the French force 
rallied and fought desperately, not 
only beating off their adversaries, but 
pursuing them for a distance of six 
miles. , 

So hot waa the pursuit that the 
Arabs, In their headlong flight, aban- 
doned their dead and wounded. 

Several green flags of the prophet 
also fell into the hands of the 
French. 

"This French victory was costly. 
TwentyKJight men, including an offi- 
cer, were killed and 100, men, including 
ten officers,. were wounded. *.' 

The losses were greatest in the 
Foreign Legion. 

The Berber losses were much heav- 
ier, no less than 125 dead bodies be- 
ing found by the French troops. 

The French pursuit was stopped by 
darkness.

Minnesota Senator Honored by Mon- 
tana Indians. 

Washington. — Senator Clapp of 
Minnesota, chairman of the commit- 
tee on Indian affairs, is now a "Heap 
Big Indian," chief of the Crow tribe. 

He was given a great surprise 
Thursday by Chief Plenty Coos and 
his fellow-tribesmen, who have been 
witnesses before the Indian committee 
for the past three weeks. The chief 
marched Into the committee room at 
the head of the band and through an 
interpreter phlegmatlcally Informed 
the senator that the treatment that 
had been accorded, the Indians was 
highly appreciated, and that an appro- 
priate gift was due the white chief of 
the committee. Chief Plenty Coos 
then took from one of his followers a 
huge war bonnet, which had been the 
chief's insignia of rank and worn by 
him whenever he went into battle. Ho 
said that he was now a man of peaco 
and that the bonnet was of less value 
to him on the reservation than It 
would bo to the senator In congress, 
and therefore ho wanted the senator 
to take it 

Senator Clapp was "completely flab- 
bergasted," according to his own de- 
scription of his emotions. Ho took 
the war bonnet and thanked the chief. 

The decoration would create a sen- 
sation in the senate chamber If the 
senator should decide to wear It there. 
It is made of eagle feathers, a band of 
which goes entirely around the head 
and droops almost to the feet.

Columhusf O. — Mistaken for 
burgjars? John and William D. 
F^ahk, sons of R. O. Frank, an Bast 
Bide grocer, were shot and killed early 
Sunday' morning by City Patrolmen 
Heinz and Casey. The latter has 
been suspended pending an Investiga- 
tion, but 'the former remains on duty. 

Shortly before the shooting burglars 
were discovered' by neighbors In the 
grocery of R. O. Frank, at 1221 Par- 
sons avenue. Both the owner of the 
store and the police were notified 
about the same time of the burglary. 
The two young men who were later 
shot, another brother, Albert Frank, 
and William Yoerger, hastily armed 
themselves and ran to the grocery.

— The house committee 
on banking and currency Monday 
voted to lay on the table the finan- 
cial bill offered by Representative 
Vreeland of Now York as a substitute 
for the Aldrich bill, and decided to 
report favorably the bill recently Intro- 
duced by Chairman Fowler, providing 
for a currency commission to conslBt 
of 43 members, 11 members of the 
senate, 11 members of the house and 
21 others, who must be cltlcons of the 
United States. 

With the exception of Messrs. Coop- 
er and Nelson of Wisconsin, Repub- 
licans, the house of representatives 
• Monday by v a strict party vote, de- 
clared that the action of Speaker Can- 
non last Saturday in summarily ad- 
journing. the houBe was not "a breach 
of the privilege of the house affecting 
Ita safety, dignity and the 'integrity 
of its proceedings." The' declaration 
was made when a resolution by Mr. 
Williams holding such a breach to 
hare beon committed, was tabled 148 
to 119. The vote was preceded by 
statements by both Mr. Williams and 
the speaker. 

A deflate step waa taken toward * 
solution of the wood pulp and newspa- 
per cost question in ihe Introduction 
by Speaker Cannon of a resolution for 
the appointment of a select commit* 
tee of six members to Investigate 
"and obtain all possible information," 
as to the reasons for the Increased 
prices of white paper "to the end that 
needful legislation may be enacted." 
The resolution, which was referred to 
the committee on rules, of which the 
speaker Is chairman -, empowers- the 
committee to sit "in Washington or 
elsewhere," during sessions of the 
house and the recess of congress.

Apple slump Is an old-fashioned 
dish, but none the less acceptable on 
account of Its antiquity. Pare, core 
and quarter a dozen tart, Juicy apples, 
turn over them a cupful of boiling 
water and set where they will begin 
to .cook. Five minutes, later add to 
the apples two cups of molasses and 
cdok Ave or more minutes, while you 
prepare a very soft biscuit dough, 
using for a pint of flour a teaspoonful 
of sugar, two. teaspoonf ills of baking 
powder, a half tablespoonful of short- 
ening and milk to stir to a. dough that 
is too soft to roll. Put this over the 
apples, -which should be tender, but 
not broken,' cover the kettle closely 
and cook 26 minutes without lifting 
the cover. Serve with a hot sauce; 
made by heating to a cream a half 
cupful of butter and one cupful of 
augar, stirring in juat before using a 
scant cupful of .boiling milk or water 
and seasoning to taste.
